FEW, IP ANY trout remain 

in Big Bear now, notes the 
DFG, following a brief summer 
dieoff caused by excessively ' 
warm water, heavy algae 
growth, a lack of dissolved oxy­ 
gen in the water, and the ef­ 
fects of a warmwater fish para­ 
site that prospered under these 
conditions.

The DGF hopes that by de­ 
stroying most of the fish on 
which the parasite depends as

host, the oarasite itself can 
be controlled.
